And while it 
is often true such deaths come as 
a great relief to the families, po- 
lice, welfare ‘workers, and all con- 
cerned, the alley rumpot not be- 
ing of benefit to society, but in- 
stead a drag upon it, the humani- 
ties are involved as is man’s 
greed. Society also would be 
greatly assisted and the moral air 
much clearer if those who make 
and sell the poisoned concoctions 
were themselves to die off. The 
rumbrains are merely smelly, of- 
fensive bums, while the makers 
and the vendors of poisoned, il- 
legal liquors are greedy rats prey- 
ing on weakness. 

But, since the humanities and 
ethics are involved as well as the 
Christian faith, we may not look 
upon the situation coldly. The 
Nazis did. They simply killed off 
the inmates of their mental hos- 
pitals, and did away with the 
hopelessly crippled, the old and 
the incurably sick when such per- 
sons came to be charges of the 
state. If their families could take 
care of them they were let alone. 
But, all who were dependent on 
the state were gassed or given 
the long needle and the Big Sleep. 


Mass Death 


It was left to Atlanta, Georgia, 
to supply the nation the most 
bizarre case of mass death by 
poison alcohol. The makers of it 
handled it very simply. They 
mixed methyl alcohol with water, 
flavoring and a small amount of 
moonshine liquor. They went too 
heavy on the poison and killed off 
some 30-odd persons, with the 
odds in favor of the total reach- 
ing about 40 before all the dam- 
age is done. 

Most of those killed were from 
a slum area which is a disgrace 
to any city, and some of those 
who died had long records of 
drunkenness and petty crime. 
Also, most of those killed were 
Negroes,-a fact which properly 
disturbed the Atlanta Daily 
World, Negro newspaper, which 
sent sound trucks into the area 
to reach those who couldn't or 
didn’t read. 

This newspaper said editorially 
the fact that most of the dead 
were Negroes and all those ar- 
rested as retailers were Negro, 
and the originator of the lethal 
booze a white man, made the 
Negro vulnerable to the criticism 
of the more rabid critics of the 
race who delight in stamping all 
Negroes with the deeds of the 
worst. So, the paper argued, the 
Negro citizen had a double re- 
sponsibility. He shouldn’t drink 
illegal liquor, because it would 
likely kill him. Also, he owed a 
duty to his own people, not to 
play into the hands of his critics 
by supporting the vicious vendors 
of it. 

There is sound reasoning. 

There was another develop- 
ment. Those who sincerely be- 
lieve in prohibition rose to say 
all alcoholic beverages are poison 
and should be again outlawed by 
prohibition,

I have no good word to say for 
booze. I know no good it has 
done. And certainly, if taken in 
excess, it is harmful. But, it so 
happens I started newspaper 
work at about the time prohibi- 
tion came. And I know it first- 
hand, and not from a theoretical 
viewpoint. I did some. serious 
study on the subject in the Scan- 
dinavian countries, 
held the record for hard drinking. 
Norway, for example, tried pro- 
hibition and, like this country, 
had to abandon it in the face of a 
rising flood of crime and racket- 


eering and general disrespect for | 


law. So, I will never agree that 
prohibition is the answer, 
believe that legal control and ed- 
ucation, while by no means satis- 


factory, are the only avenues of | 


promise. 

I recall lying behind a log once 
on a Tennessee hillside while bul- 
lets whined over me and through 
the woods. All this time I was 
thinking it was a silly way to 
die. I had gone along with a 
sheriff's force to cover a great 
still raid. I was a young reporter 
then and too naive to know the 
reason for the raid was that city 
policemen were running this still 
and cutting in on an area supplied 
by stills the sheriff was interested 
in. We caught two city detectives. 
I learned fast.

Police broke up the 
demonstration with tear gas. 

Peron’s ailing wife, Eva, re- 
covering in a hospital from major 
surgery Tuesday, was still a potent 
factor in the campaign windup. 

Mrs. Peron, a dynamic force 
in the Peronista Party and suc- 
cessful champion of votes for 
women, had thought-of running 
for vice president. But she re- 
jected the party nomination with 
a tearful burst of emotion on the 
radio last August after being op- 
posed by military and other quar- 
ters. 

Eight parties are more or less 
in the running, but the real elec- 
tion contest is between Peron and 
Balbin, his severest critic. The 
Radicals said they believe if the 
election is free from coercion and 
as honest as Peron has promised,

At a press conference Jessup 
said he supposed Soviet Foreign 
Minister  Vishinsky’s proposal 
Thursday that a disarmament con- 
ference be held by June 1, 1952, 
was motivated by a desire for de- 
lay. He added that the United 
States, Britain and France would 
ask the assembly to approve their 
disarmament proposal, even if the 
Soviet Union continued to refuse 
to agree to the majority plan for 
international atomic control. 

The three-power statement out- 
lining the program stated that the 
majority plan was essential to the 
entire disarmament program. 
United States cources previously 
had disclosed that the United 
States would agree to the first 
step in the disarmament plan—a 
census of the world’s armaments, 
including atomic weapons—with- 
out an armistice in Korea and 
Soviet acceptance of the majority 
atomic plan or another acceptable

Fee-Splitting 
Is Condemned 
By Doctors

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9—De- 
claring the evil of fee-splitting still 
exists in some localities, the board 
of regents of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons Friday adopted 
a report specifically condemning 
five prevalent forms of the prac- 


tice, including what is known as 


“ghost surgery.” The board gave 
warning that greater efforts are 
being planned to eliminate the 
evil. 

The report was adopted at the

clinical congress of the college. 
Dr. Evarts A. Graham, professor 
emeritus of surgery at the Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine, ‘who was elected chairman 
of the regents Friday, presided. 

In “ghost surgery” the patient 
does not engage and never even 
knows the operating surgeon, who 
is secretly engaged by the pati- 
ent’s doctor and arrives on the 
scene after the patient has been 
anesthesized. The patient is led 
to believe that the operation was 
performed by his family physician, 
who, on being paid, splits the fee 
with the “ghost surgeon.” 

It was learned unofficially that 
the Internal Revenue Bureau may 
be notified that ‘“‘kick-backs” by 
surgeons or physicians are consid- 
ered a highly unethical practice 
and therefore should not be de- 
ductible in income tax returns. 

The report defined fee-splitting 
as “a practice in which part of 
the fee a patient pays to a physi- 
clan or a surgeon is given, through 
some subterfuge, to a third party, 
who is usually the physician re- 
ferring the patient to the surgeon.”

Rayburn Plans 


Fighting Speech 


W ASHINGTON—Speaker of the House Sam 

Rayburn is scheduled to deliver a speech before 

the Southeastern Governors’ Conference at Lit- 

tle Rock, Ark., this month which will be designed as a body Blow to 


the Southern Dixiecrat movement. 


The venerable Texan, who 


has served as the presiding officer of the lower house of Congress 
longer than any other man in history, plans to give his answer to 
men like Sen. Harry Byrd of Virginia and Gov. James F. Byrnes 
of South Carolina, who have been highly critical of public welfare 
measures adopted under the Truman and Roosevelt administrations. 


If plans revealed to his 
friends here are carried out, 
Mr. Rayburn, the real leader 
of Democratic forces in the 
House, will read the riot act to 
those elements of the party in 
the South who are talking of 
veering off into another splinter 
party movement in 1952. 


What he has outlined for 
his speech calls for a review 
of the benefits the Southern 
states have derived from the 
far-reaching economic pro- 
grams adopted under the past 
20 years of Democratic rule. 
And he will undertake to 
show that these programs 
were not the work: of idle 
dreamers bent on carrying 
the country down the road of 
socialism and waste, but were 
executed by hard-headed re- 
alists of the Southern conserv- 
ative school who, for the most 
part, sat as chairmen of the 
various congressional lezisla- 
tive committees which draft- 
ed the measures putting the 
programs in effect. 


The Rayburn speech, in short, 
will be a fighting one.

Russia Waits 
U.S.Crackup, 
Davis Warns 


Congressman James C. Davis of 
Georgia’s fifth district warned 
here Friday that Russia is now 
counting on an economic crackup 
within the U. S. from high taxes 
and runaway inflation after “cun- 
ningly manipulating us into one of 
the costliest wars in history.” 

In an address to the Atlanta 
Veterans Club Davis said inflation 
since the outbreak of the Korean 


war has cost the nation more than 
$7,000,000,000. “The new tax bill 
designed 
won't even cover the cost of in- 
flation,” he said. 

Davis recommended drastic re- 
ductions in foreign economic aid 
expenditures, saying “the cost of 
the military program alone will 
make the American taxpayer's 
burden unbearable. Neither our 
natural resources nor our ability 
to pay taxes is unlimited.”

Lower Fares Held as Key 
To Greater Air Traffic 


Oswald Ryan, vice-chairman of thé Civil Aeronautics Board, 
said here Friday night that lower plane fares were the key to air 
traffic development “because it is the fare—not fear—that keeps 
most people out of the air.” 


Ryan told the Atlanta Lawyers air carriers will fly more than 8,- 


200,000,000 passenger miles this 
year—an increase of 1,400 percent 
since the passage of the Civil 
Aeronautics Act 13 years ago.

in severing her lifelines with her 
Allies.

ports of canned hams and meat

ROUND THE NOME 
Workable Budget Must 


Consider Present and 
Future Needs of Family 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


The first definition in Webster for budget is “a bag or sack 
with its contents: hence a stock or store.” The thitd definition says 
a budget is “loosely, the cost of operation, living, etc.” Ask any 
homemaker what a budget is and she will likely laugh and say it 
is the thing that leaves HER holding the bag, Ioosely or otherwise. 


BUDGETS ARE WORKABLE. Families in the United States 
have tried about eight different fashions in budgeting in 30 years 
and are now making their own budgets to suit their individual 
needs, present and future. 

This is brought out in a recent report by two consumer Man- 
agement students. The philosophy that-has evolved from the 
changing patterns, say these experts, is “that before budgeting 
can be profitable, each family must know what it wants both now 
and in the future. Spending and saving can then be consciously 
and happily directed toward immediate and long-range goals.” 


BUDGETS ARE THE CONCERN of every member of the fam- 
ilv, not just Mom or Dad. Schemes should be devised in family 
council whereby all understand the plan for spending. This is the 
easiest way for each to realize why new clothes, steaks, TV or 
bicycles aren’t always possible. Yes, budgets will work and it is 
possible to even make them include a column marked savings. 


FOOD IS A BIG ITEM in any budget and many ask if there 
is any way to cut corners and not suffer nutrition-wise. Genevieve 
Stearns, research professor, University Hospitals, University of 
Iowa, reports that there is. For years the University Hospitals have 
been feeding children on a simple, budget-wise food pattern with 
outstanding growth in preventing dental caries and permitting 
excellent growth and development. Since children’s requirements 
are great due to growth demands it stands to reason the same 
thrifty food pattern is well suited to adults also. 


HERE ARE DR. STEARNS’ recommendations: If you can 
afford it, use whole pasteurized milk; if not, remember that evap- 
orated milk, dry milk, dry skimmed milk are all good foods and 
can be used in cooking as well as for a beverage. If skimmed milk 
is used, the margarine allowance should be larger. Serve meat, 
eggs, fish once a day if you can; liver once a week is desirable. 
If these foods are impossible in the daily budget, beans, peas and 
peanut butter are next best. Serve fruits and green or yellow 
vegetables fresh if possible once a day, cooked or canned, also once 
a day. Then when‘all these are taken care of, the rest of the diet 
may be made up of foods that primarily provide calories, as po- 
tatoes, breads and other baked goods, canned corn, etc. Between- 
meal snacks, should include milk and fruit. Menus planned around 
these foods are no problem with our stores offering unlimited 
choice.

The Southwest 
dental clinic will open early in 
December at Joe Brown High 
School.

“We worked 100 percent to- 
gether ... no competition this 
time,” reports the Rev. Fred L. 
Glisson, pastor of Stewart Ave- 
nue Methodist Church and guid- 
ing light in the project. 

A Southwest Community 
Council was formed two years 
ago, patterned on the Bass and 
Hoke Smith Community Coun- 


cils that recently financed den- 
tal clinics. 


“If they could do it, so can 
we,” says Mrs. Geraldine Glas- 
sey, another of the instigators, 
and principal of Lee Street 
School, 

The group got the go-ahead 
from the Atlanta Health De- 
partment. When the community 
furnished the equipment and the 
site, the Health Department 
would supply a dentist each 
school-day morning. And a hy- 
gienist might be added later. 

After months of bargain hunt- 
ing, two used dental chairs, cab- 
inets and necessary equipment 
were found, for $2,000. The pur- 
chasing committee was com- 
posed of Mrs. Glassey, Mrs. 
Annie Johnson, principal of 
Peeples Street School, and L. E. 
Williams, member of the West 
End Civitan Club. 

After the December opening, 
free “corrective dentistry” will 
be available to children whose 
parents cannot afford private 
dentists. Later, flouride treat- 
ments to prevent tooth decay, 
will be offered all students. 

The energetic Community- 
Council will continue to supply 
all materials used in the clinic.

Double or nothing, why can’t 
the other chap be careful? It’s 
easy to accuse the other hunter 
of being careless with his gun, 
but it can be a two-way propo- 
sition. You could be dead 
wrong! 

Hunting season is well under 
way in Georgia and illustrating 
this story are some of the mis- 
takes hunters should avoid if 
they are to keep down the toll of 
hunting accidents. A total of 832 
persons was reported to the 
National Rifle Association as 
having been injured or killed in 
hunting accidents during 1950. 
The fellow who remarked that 
he didn’t know much about ‘sin 
but figured he ought to be 
against it because so many other 
people were, could just as well 
have been talking about hunt- 
ing accidents. 

Cardinal ryle of gun safety is 
this: Treat every gun with re- 
spect due a loaded gun. This 
is the first of the ten command- 
ments of good hunting; the 
others are as follows: 

Carry only empty guns, taken 
down or with action open, into 
the automobile, camp or home. 
Always be sure that the barrel 
and action are clear of ob- 
structions. Always carry your 
gun so that you can control the 
direction of the muzzle even if 
you stumble. Be sure of your 
target before you pull the 
trigger. Never point a gun at 
anything you do not want to 
shoot. Never leave your gun 
unattended unless you unload it 
first. Never climb a tree or a 
fence with a loaded gun. Never 
shoot at a flat, hard surface or 
the surface of water. Do not 
mix gunpowder and alcohol.
